Hill In opening discussed "Mob Law 
Versus Due Process of Law.** 
He held 
that the excuse usually offered for mob 
violence is a reflection on the community 
Itself and thé remedy lies, .not in the peo­ 
ple themselves overriding the law, but In 
the peo’ple upholding and enforcing the 
law. 
Hill, taking jup another subject, 
frowned upon what he termed spectacu- 
iarlsm. 
“Spectacular 
visits.” he said, 
“usually affect superiority over other peo­ 
ple. In the matter of patriotism they de­ 
sire to be regarded, as the only true pat­ 
riots. 
They abhor silence and obscurity. 
They assert the commonest kind of self- 
evident propositions which have become 
nioss-covered from age with em phasis, as 
though they w ere oracles and a s though 
their 
platitudes were wholly 
original. 
They have their press agents who unso­ 
licited .supply the newspapers gratuitously 
with details of w hatever'they do 
e^ach 
morning, noon and night as though the 
woria was holding its breath for fear 
som ething wouid escape It pertaining to 
themselves. If they happen to hold pub­ 
lic office they are delighted to sec their 
sm allest public act paraded, , magnified 
and applauded. They are^sure there were 
never before such public officials as them- 
iselves—so earnést, so honest, 
so 
self- 
sacrlQclng. They meddle with everything, 
whether within or without their official 
Jurisdiction, and usually muddle every­ 
thing with which they have anything to 
do. 
The hope of the country lies in the 
great m ass of cool, deliberate and con­ 
servative citizens who pursue their avo^ 
cations and perform their duties uno»> 
tentatiously and entertain sincere convic­ 
tion on their llfes work.

H e next ook up the question of pros­ 
perity and declared thére .were grave rea­ 
sons to doubt the correctness of thé claim 
the country is enjoying prosperity. 
H e 
said the future is largely m ortgages; that 
there Is no adherence to the doctrine o f 
paying as you go. 
“W hen prices of ne­ 
cessities are unreasonably advanced so 
that It practically costs a man all that he 
earns to Hve comfortably there Is no op­ 
portunity affoi^ed for accumulation of • 
fair competence. 
Normal conditions are 
better for people as a whole raher thaii 
those flourishing tim es soon followed by 
periods of business reveraes.” 


Hill next criticised the proposed new 
law for financial relief. H e called atten­ 
tion to the demand following discontinu­ 
ance of the purchase of. silver for a single 
jirold standard measure, which, he said, 
w as duly enacted and the financial mil­ 
lenium predicted. 
“Now when a fa illi^ 
market Is depreciating value« and wreck­ 
ing fortunes,** he continued, “we are told 
we m ust Immediately 
have T addlUonal 
financial leglslatlo0 providing for what 
the next speaker of the houise has recently 
described or dubbed *rubber currency.* 
This is in effect loaning thé surplus of the 
treasury to national banks' upon 'ap­ 
proved* securities.** H e thought the finan­ 
cial situation desperate when th ose. ex­ 
pedients are expected rather than relieve 
people from taxation, which produced the 
accumulation of the surpltis. a i^ which 
accumuhàtion has largely caused the pres­ 
ent cong«itlon.of the money market.

lengthy discussion the representatives 
of the Western association of the 
Amateiir Union which control this 
district, John J. O^Coimor and II. C. 
Garneau decided that theii* associa­ 
tion wdiild register free of charge all 
athletes from any foreign country 
who have with them or send with 
their' entries a statement from the 
.secretary or president of the athletic 
association governing sport in that 
country to the effect that they are

Tliis settles what promised to be an 
intricate matter to handle.

^ imjperfipctly named hag growii both 
in America and abroad with ah alarm- 
iiig rapidity with th e increasing ex­ 
igencies of modem life in the cities 
which piits a ,^ e a te r nervous strain 
upon the individual worker until now 
fpnx end to end of the American con­ 
tinent sufferers are so ordering their 
affairs that^ they can escape for at 
least three or four weeks during the 
height of the hay iever season tc 
spots which render tbem immune. 
This affliction has been from the be­ 
ginning the butt of so many ill-ad­ 
vised humorous shafts from ijersone 
not themselves affected that it is only 
within comparatively retent years 
that a serious attempt has been made 
on the part of the medical profes­ 
sion to arrive at any scientific knowl­ 
edge regarding it. 


It was loosely known that the direct 
exciting cause of the blood shot ey« 
and the tingling nostril is the pollen 
of certain plants which fly most pro­ 
fusely about the 15th of August. Yet 
it was not absoutely known for years 
)y ordinary practitioners of medi­ 
cine that the irritation is not due to 
mechanical irritation, but rather is 
the result of poisoning, certain pa­ 
tients being susceptible 
to certain 
iinds of pollen. 


There are several clearly marked 
nnd differentiated kinds of hay fever, 
the most broadly noted divisions being 
tliose of nasal hay fever and those 
cases showing asthmatic complica-’ 
tions, the nasal type being further 
separated into "parox.y.smal coryza,” 
a susceptability to irritation at any 
and all times and “periodic coryza,” 
which occurs only during -the 
hay 
fever season proper. 


In many cities of 
importance 
throughout the United 
States the 
members of the health department 
arie devoting most of their energies at 
this time to 
devising 
practicable 
means for alleviating the suffering of 
those who are obliged to pass the 
whole summer in crowded centers 
where their condition is rendered far 
more acute. The physicians of Cook 
county have been at work on the 
problem for some time, though it i? 
not reported so far that any certain 
si>ecific has been 
hit upon. 
Such 
treatment as has so far been admin­ 
istered has been chiefly designed tc 
better the general nervous tone of 
the patient, ha,y fever 
being 
ad­ 
mittedly tracofl in many cases to an 
acute and prolonged nervous state 
arising 
from 
overwork 
or 
from 
worry. 


Many regular sufferers have taken 
a sort of illusory hope this season 
from the fact that the symptoms met 
with at this time are absent. 
But 
tliis is due, the initiated state to the 
fact that the season has been so far 
cold and backward and 
that 
the 
pollen of the various plants has not 
as yet attained maturity. 
It is a 
case of sufferings debarred rather 
than permanently banished, and those 
whom ye'irs of suceessive visitations 
have \\ arned are now leaving in train 
loads for the northern re.sorts. there 
to pass the remainder of the heated 
term.
